Note:    The  following  details  concerning  the  above  and  their  com- 
panion miniatures  are  summarized  from  an  article  written  by  M.  E. 
Blochet:   These  illustrations  are  among  the  oldest  known  specimens  of 
Mussulman  painting,  executed  between  A.  D.  1180  and  1210,  before  the 
/  -y '  Mongol  invasion,  in  the  extreme  west  of  Iran,  probably  outside  the 

/ ^  Persian  frontier.  The  Persian  paintings  of  this  remote  epoch  are  extremely 

rare  and  only  a  few  isolated  examples  are  known,  most  of  the  books  con- 
taining them  having  been  destroyed  by  the  Mongols  or  lost  after  the 
conquest.  The  background  of  gold  is  a  technique  of  Byzantine  origin,  and 
is  not  common  in  general  to  the  Persian  art  of  the  period,  which  is  usually 
characterized  by  a  certain  native  simplicity.  Their  interest  lies  not  only 
in  their  antiquity,  but  in  their  highh-  individual  style,  which  differs  so 
remarkably  from  that  of  the  [succeeding]  Timurid  period.

monarchs,  and  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Khalifa  on  one  of 
the  middle  pages  of  the  book.  The  scribe's  name  and  seal  and 
the  date  417  A.  H.  (1026  A.D.)  appear  on  the  end  page  of  a 
section.  The  manuscript  has  of  course  many  imperfections 
from  the  action  of  time. 

Note:    This  remarkable  manuscript,  which  has  been  pronounced  by 
the  united  expert  opinion  of  Dr.  F.  R.  Martin,  Dr.  Barnett,  Mr.  Lawrence 
Binyon,  M.  Blochet  and  M.  Migeon,  to  be  the  earliest  Arabic  manuscript 
[Note  concluded  on  page  34] 
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with  miniatures  extant,  is  an  extraordinarily  interesting  production  of 
Fatimid,  or  perhaps  early  'Abbasid,  art.  The  Fatimids  attained  to 
power  in  the  third  century  in  Egypt,  where  their  sway  over  the  Arabic 
population  lasted  until  the  'Abbasid  conquest  of  A.  H.  567  (A.  D.  1171)  ; 
under  the  Fatimid  Caliphs,  a  remarkable  renaissance  occurred  in  Egypt, 
and  relations  were  established  with  China  over  the  great  trade  routes. 
The  influence  of  Mongolian  art  is  evident  in  the  study  of  the  drawings 
in  the  present  work,  which  represents,  in  point  of  fact,  an  extraordinary 
synthesis  of  Coptic-Egyptian,  Arabic,  and  Mongolian  traditions.  Apart 
from  this  work,  the  oldest  known  specimens  of  Arabic  miniature  art  be- 
long to  a  manuscript  from  one  of  the  Constantinople  libraries,  bearing 
the  name  of  a  Sultan  who  died  in  A.  H.  581;  according  to  Dr.  Martin, 
"there  are  no  remains  of  the  Fatimid  art  of  painting  that  can  with 
certainty  be  said  to  have  been  executed  in  Egypt."  The  catalogue  of  the 
Persian  Art  Exhibition  {fide  infra)  suggests  that  the  MS.  is  an  'Abbasid 
work  of  the  XII  century  transcribed  from  an  XI  century  (Fatimid) 
original.  The  following  account  of  the  manuscript  is  taken  from  data  in 
a  letter  written  to  the  owner  by  Sir  Thomas  Arnold:  "T/iis  MS.  contains 
a  number  of  treatises  attributed  to  Hermes,  a  reputed  disciple  of  Aristotle. 
They  are  believed  to  be  of  Christian  origin,  and  later  translated  into 
Arabic.  They  deal  <with  the  magical  properties  of  precious  stones  and 
icith  the  influence  of  the  planets,  .^s  is  usual  in  the  case  of  such  writ- 
ings, the  text  is  made  purposely  obscure,  and  in  some  cases  .  .  .  certain 
passages  arc  li.-ritten  in  unintelligible  characters,  to  n:hich  no  key  is 
attached."  The  manuscript  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of 
Orientalia  to  appear  at  public  sale  in  America.
